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CHARLES PERKINS (left) was once described in a news- 
paper editorial as “‘a stirrer of our collective consciences.” 
The editorial referred to his championship of the Aboriginal 
cause. In the early sixties he organised a series of “‘free- 
dom rides“ by Aborigines through some of the most rac- 
ially troubled towns in New South Wales. In 1974 the then 
head of the Aboriginal Affairs Department, Mr Dexter, 
charged Perkins under the Public Service Regulations after 
Perkins had accused the Liberal and Country parties of 
being the “‘biggest racist parties in the world.” And a few 
months ago, Perkins bitterly condemned Prime Minister 
Fraser for allowing oil drilling to go ahead at Noonkanbah. 
Fraser’s inactivity and the “storm trooper Nazi attitude” 
of Western Australian premier Sir Charles Court, had set 
back race relations in Australia by 10 years, he said. More 


recently still, he came under fire for accusing tennis star 
Evonne Cawley of forgetting her Aboriginal background. 


._That is Charles Perkins, fighter for Aboriginal rights, 


deputy secretary of the Aboriginal Affairs Department and 
chairman of the Government’s Aboriginal Development 
Commission. He’s just as fearless and hard-hitting as 
Charlie Perkins, former soccer player and coach and former 
president of Canberra City. In this article he urged ASF 
president Sir Arthur George to resign, he casts doubts on 
the suitability of Canberra City’s administration. and he out- 
fines a blueprint for soccer’s future. Perkins, 44, was play- 
er-coach of Pan Hellenic in Sydney, and Croatia and Bud- 
apest in South Australia where he also captained the State 
team. He played for Bankstown in Sydney and had a year 
on trial with Everton in England.

Razzamatazz, marketing and 
television are to Australian 
soccer what cosmetic surgery is 
to an ageing screen siren. It 
won't keep the wrinkles from 
coming back. 


The strategy being implemented to drag 
soccer into the forefront is not appropria- 
te. 

We are being fed mumbo-jumbo. 
We are being presented with a high- 
faluting facade that is not meaningful, 
that does not connect up with the 
Australian community. The whole 
thing is too entrepreneural. 


I accept fully that the marketing people employed to 
popularise soccer are experts in their field but the prod- 
uct may be simply unmarketable in its present form, 


Rather than try to inspire greater success at the top 
levels of the sport, we should be striving to improve at 
grass roots level. 


Soccer’s greatest asset is its numerical strength yet 
this strength is dissipated because leagues, associations, 


Jealousy, distrust 


federations and clubs are fragmented from each other 
and within. 


Every day there is new evidence of disharmony be- 
tween the Philips League and one State or another. Every 
day there is news about the financial plight of one club or 
another. 


The mess in which Canberra City finds itself is typical 
of so many clubs in Australia. In their mad rush to 
comply with the criteria of so-called “‘professional soc- 
cer” they lose their sense of reality, they spend more 
than they earn and they catapult themselves toward 
eventual disintegration. 


A drastic shake-up is necessary now at club, Philips 
League and Australian Soccer Federation levels. Other- 
wise, by 1983, we’ll find ourself back in the chaos that 
followed previous misdirected attempts to lead soccer 
into new directions. 


Unless we adopt a realistic programme to strengthen 
the game at grass roots level and to tailor our ex- 
penditure by the cloth of our income, the Philips League 
in particular has no future at all. 


At the moment there is no connection between the PSL 
and the Australian public. 


As a first step, I suggest Sir Arthur George’s ASF ad- 
ministration, and the administration of the NSW Feder- 
ation, should resign and hand the reins of power to men 
with new ideas and a new approach. Although they have 
done some fine work, I believe it is time for them to re- 
consider their position and make way for younger people. 
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This is the last issue of ‘‘Soccer Ac- 
tion” for 1980. 


We wish our readers, advertisers and contrib- 
utors an enjoyable festive season.

Let's see if we can’t bring back talent- 
ed men like Jim Bayutti and Frank Par- 
sons, and introduce fellows like Johnny 
Warren to the top level of soccer man- 
agement. 


Such new management must increase 
the level of co-operation between the 
PSL and the States and finally must 
bring about a more direct connection be- 
tween the ASF and PSL. In other words 
the PSL must be given representation of 
the ASF. 


Clubs must be forced to link up with 
suburban communities. They must have 
their own ground either on long-term 
lease or freehold, rather than float 
around from place to place as so many 
of them have Gone for so long. 


In tying themselves to suburbs or dis- 
tricts, the big clubs must establish a 


strong relationship with the smaller 
clubs around them. 


It should be made possible for local 
players to flow naturally through the 
ranks from the juniors of the local dis- 
trict club, through that club’s reserves 
and seniors, to the local State League 
clubs and from there into the distrct’s 
Philips League team.

‘We are fed up’ says Federation boss 


By LAURIE SCHWAB 


The NSW Federation of Soccer Clubs has 
boycotted the 1981 Philips Cup which is to be 
marketed as the most glamorous competition 


of the season. 


The Philips League de- 
cided only two weeks ago 
that the ballyhoo that sur- 
rounded the 1980 league 
grand final should be 
transferred to the Cup 
final next year. 

The NSW Federation 
boycott means that no 
NSW State League teams 
will compete in the Cup, 
thus robbing the com- 
petition of some of its ap- 


peal. 

NSW’s State League en- 
trants would have been 
Melita Eagles, Auburn, 
Canterbury Marrickville 
and probably Inter-Mona- 
ro. 


The boycott decision 
was made by the NSW 
Federation annual general 
meeting. 

Federation president 
Karl Rodny said the deci- 
sion was made because: 

e The PSL intended again 
to seed the PSL clubs and 
pair them geographically 
instead of agreeing to 
NSW’s request that there 
should be an open draw; 

e The start of the Philips 
Cup would clash with the 
NSW Ampol Cup, which is 
unfair to Ampol, the oldest 
sponsor of Australian soc- 
cer; 

e There was no con-

sultation by the PSL with 
the States over the timing 
and structure of the 
Philips Cup. 

“We are fed up,”’ Rodny 
said. “We are no longer 
going to be treated like 
second-class citizens.” 

He said the decision was 
final and irreversible. 

“The splits which exist 
will continue to exist until 


the PSL shows it is willing 
to co-operate,’” Rodny 
said. 

Heidelberg president 
Jim Mangopoulos, a 
member of the PSL man- 
agement committee, said 
he hoped that the NSW 


bosses still could be per-" 


suaded to change their 
minds. 

If not, he added, the 
Philips Cup would go 
ahead without the NSW 
State League clubs. 


The PSL management 
committee will discuss the 
boycott at a meeting today 
(Wednesday).’ 


The PSL was increased 
from 14 to 16 clubs recent- 
ly but it is not yet known 
whether this will entail en- 
largement also of the Cup 
competition. 

Victoria’s likely en- 
trants are Croatia, Ajax 
and Hakoah.

An application for advancement to any vacancy in a 
higher league was lodged by Clarinda with the VSF four 
weeks ago and club president John Grezos talked with 
Slavia president John Kosnar about a possible merger. 


But Slavia was not in favor of the amalgamation, as 
manager Tony Vrzina pointed out. 

“If we are going to amalgamate with an ethnic club 
they will take over and Slavia will lose its identity,”’ said 
Vrzina.

‘Eddie Krncevic had an 
industrious first half, oper- 
ating tirelessly on the left 
flank, dropping back to 
help the defence and also 
moving up with the for- 
wards, but he couldn't get 
as much done when he was 
shifted to central striker. 


Gary Cole was most im- 
pressive in that position in 
the first half, displaying 
surprising skill but typical 
force and speed in running 
onto Steve Perry’s through 
ball, and dribbling past 
both centre back Paraskos 
and goalkeeper Konstan- 
tinou before slipping the 
ball into the net. 


Even that _ brilliant, 
usually unexcitable com- 
mentator Hugh Johns 
showed delight about that 
goal. 


Talking about Perry, he 
and particularly the other 
full back, Jim Tansey, 
played below their usual 
form. Tansey was slug- 
gish. He moved like a tired 
man. 


Of the other Australians, 
Ivo Prskalo did everything 
expected of him as sweep- 
er but Peter Sharne, al- 
though he set up a goal for 
Theo Selemidis and 
presented Boden with a 
good chance, often showed 
lack of thought in going 
Straight ahead to no purpo- 
se, whereas he could have 
swerved inside or perhaps 
delayed and waited for 
support. 


Domazos was the ach- 
itect of most of Greece’s 
fruitful thrusts and up 
front Damianikos was ever 
dangerous and always on 
the move, offering hismelf 
for every ball. 


For the good of Greece, 
Damianikos must be re- 
tained to partner Mavros 
and Galakos when those 
two return to the team. 


They, and Ardizoglou, 
did not play against 
Australia. We don’t know 
why as the television 
didn’t tell us. 


Koudas, the midfielder 
of the big reputation, was 
unimpressive, but Ballis 
has a future in this team. 


- 
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Midfielder Delikaris — pepped up the Greek 


midfield when he replaced Koudas at half 


time. 


He is big and strong, good 
in the air and a sound tack- 
er. 

Why Delikaris wasn’t 
used from the start defied 
logic. He is one of the 
finest players in Greece, 
with a solid reputation in 
the national team, and he 
certainly made his pres- 
ence felt when he replaced 
Koudas at half time. 


Ravousis, one of the 
most reliable of the Greek 
internationals, was strong 
in defence and Zindros did 
some neat work in attack 
but centre back Paraskos, 
left back Parapapanidis 
and striker Haralambidis, 
as well as reserve goalkee- 
per Mouekas, were quite 
ordinary. 


Greece showed more 
frills on the ball and had 
more possession over the 
90 minutes but never was 
as purposeful as the Aus- 
tralian team which con- 
centrated on defending, 
marking closely and count- 
er-attacking with long 
balls or through balls into 
space. 


Hugh Johns informed 
the audience that in its 
past eight matches, 
Greece had scored only 
four goals and had won 
only once, against Den- 
mark. That was no sur- 
prise as it appeared 
Greece does not have for- 
wards with the strength to 
break defences. They may 
have the skills but not the 
prawn or killer instinct to 
go with those skills. 


In other words, they 
don’t have a Gary Cole and 
in so saying, I ask why the 
hell Cole continues to be 
replaced during matches. 


Hugh Johns made a 
slight slip early in his com- 
mentary when he _ in- 
troduced ‘‘Gary’’ instead 
of Greg Woodh ouse, but he 
is forgiven, as the rest of 
his commentary was im- 
maculate. He is probably 


the most accomplished 
football caller in the 
world. 


And while we’re on 
superlatives, Alan David- 
son is the most confident 


shot from an unmarked 
position after a cross from 
Zindros and Krncevic was 
shown the yellow card for 
a heavy tackle. 


Right back Kounaris 
was injured and had to be 
replaced after only 11 
minutes by Xanthopoulos 
who finished the match as 
one of Greece’s stars. 


Referee Vouakis first 
showed his ineptitude 
(one-sidedness??) in the 
13th minute when he took 
no action over a vicious 
knee-high tackle by Ballis 
on Krncevic who was 
breaking away down the 
left touchline. Coach Gut- 
endorf was so angry he 
came onto the pitch to 
scream at Vouakis and had 
to be restrained by Jim 
Tansey. 


If Konstantiou pre- 
vented a goal by coming 
out at Cole, then Wood- 
house did likewise by get- 
ting to the ball ahead of 
Haralambidis who was 
steaming onto a Koudas 
pass in the 18th minute. 


Greece then started a 
15-minute period of territo- 
rial dominance, with the 
Socceroos defending in 
numbers. Tansey and 
Boden were next to put to- 
gether a forward move but 
lack of support in the 
middle forced them to hold 
the ball out wide and even- 
tually Tansey was dis- 
possessed. 


Cole scored in the 24th 
minute but Australia’s 
lead lasted only until Dam- 
ianikos headed the equal- 
iser at the near post after a 
sly chip from Domazos a 
minute later. 


Greece almost scored 
another one within seconds 
as Ballis’s header went 
over the bar from a 
Domazos free kick awar- 
ded against Henderson for 
handball. 


Then Davidson and 
Krncevic played one short 
pass too many out on the 
left touchline and lost the 
ball to Domazos whose 
cross caused problems 
once again.

Sharne skirted past 
goalkeeper Konstantinou 
but was forced too wide to 
have a shot so he laid it 
back to Boen who drove it 
over the bar. 


Woodhouse blocked a 
powerful long-range shot 
by Damianikos who had 
another crack moments 
later. This time the ball 
bounced off Woodhouse but 
went out for a corner just 
before Domazos could 
gather it in and have an- 
other try. 


Cole hooked the ball 
against the crossbar a 
minute before half time 
after Henderson had 
kicked the ball forward 
from Sharne’s corner, but 
referee Vouakis ruled of- 
fside. 


Australia had been most 
impressive in the last 10 
minutes of the first half. 
Showing a lot of tactical 
maturity, the Socceroos 
had slowed down the play 
with possession passes, 
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looking for openings after 
the Greeks had run out of 
ideas and halted their 
siege temporarily 


But the Greeks had been 
classier with the ball, and 
midfielders Domazos and 
Ballis had provided better 
forward support than their 
Australian counterparts. 


Delikaris replaced 
Koudas and Jankovics re- 
placed Boden at half time. 


Australia attacked well 
four minutes after the 
break when Henderson 
won the ball in a crunching 
tackle and slipped it 
through for Sharne who 
was challenged well how- 
ever by Konstantinou. 


Greece blitzed Australia 
with a sustained attack, 
reducing the Socceroos to 
aimless clearances. 


Barnes carelessly gave 
the ball away to Ballis at 
the side of the penalty area 
and had to scramble to try 
to get it back, hurting him- 
self in the process, but at 
least he secured a goal 
kick. 


Theo Selemidis replaced 
Cole in the 64th minute and 
only second later Domazos 
shot Greece into the lead 
with his left foot after 
haralambidis had headed 
down a cross from Zindros 
who had robbed Sharne in 
midfield. 


Allan Maher replaced 
Woodhouse in the 70th 
minute and then Mavra- 
midis came on for 
Domazos who was given 
loud applaud as he retired 
to the changing rooms. 


Australia looked awful 
at this stage, and Greek 
coach Alketas Panagoulias 
probably figured he had 
nothing to lose in replacing 
Star goalkeeper Konstan- 
tinou with Mouekas. 








At the same time Gut- 
endorf brought on Arno 
Bertogna for Krncevic. 

Australia now was Sta- 
cked with defenders and 
midfielders whereas it 
needed goaiscorers to 
make up the deficit. 

But Barnes was in mid- 
field now, and Barnes’s 
goalscoring ability is un- 
questioned. 

With eight minutes to 
go, Davidson was tripped 
and he took the free kick 
himself, aiming it square 
for Henderson.

Greece attacked from 
the kick-off, with Delikaris. 
running into the area. 

Ivo Prskalo came across 
and intercepted the ball as 
Delikaris kicked it ahead 
of himself. 


After Prskalo had 
kicked the ball, Delikaris 
threw himself over the 
Australian, faking a foul, 
and Vouakis pointed to the 
spot. Delikaris took the 
penalty and scored to level 
at 3-3. 


There should be a means 
of punishing such blatantly 
unfair referring, just as 
there is a means of dis- 
ciplining wayward play- 
ers. : 

Even Hugh Johns des- 
cribed Vouakis’s decision 
as “‘a joke’’. 

Henderson was so upset 
that he literally kicked an 
opponent over the touch- 
line, but Vouakis was so 
weak that he did nothing 
about it.

Panagoulias described 
the Australians as “‘disap- 
pointing”’.

Juve was in tatters before the kick-off. 

President George Penzo asked disgruntled star Bobby 
McGuinness if he would play in this important match to decide a 
semi-final berth in the Victoria Cup. 

McGuinness turned up keen to perform but was told by Juve’s 
csaches of the week, Enzo Bottari and Tiziano Cavallari, that he 
was on the bench. 

McGuinness objected and after Juve’s pathetic display he 
would have been glad to be watching from the terraces. 

I've yet to see a more disorganised performance and from the 
outset it was clear that J.U.S.T. would dominate. 

Cavallari played sweeper behind John Creany. 

Creany played poorly but to his credit he battled hard through- 
out the slaughter. 

Cavallari’s appreciation of the sweeper’s role involved staying 
in a central pesition a few metres off the play, spasmodic dribbles 
until he was dispossessed and never venturing wide to cover for 
his full backs.

The big striker headed home 
a cross from Chris Kent after 
rising very high in the 13th 
minute but Henderson spotted 
a foul on Kyriakouleas in the 
process. 

In the 97th minute — two 
minutes into extra time, with 
the score at 1-1 — goalkeeper 
Dennis Boland could only de- 
flect a shot from Kent, and 
McClunie moved in to put the 
loose ball into the net.

The “‘Nacional’’ football club of Uruguay 
won the 1980 *’Copa Libertadores de Amer-

The Copa Libertadores © 


is the biggest tournament 
at club level in South 
America. The champions 
and runners-up of the ten 
countries affiliated to the 
organisers of the com- 
petition, the South Ameri- 
can Football Con- 
federation (Conmebol), 
participate in it. 

The 2lst version of the 
tournament was played 
this year and was charac- 
terised by the come-back 
of Uruguayan football. 

Nacional has not man- 
aged to reach the final of 
the competition since 1971 
when it became title- 
holder, beating “Estu- 
diantes de Ia Plata’’ (Ar- 
gentina). 

This low that Uruguay 
experienced in recent 
years was reflected also in 
the clubs affiliated with 
the Uruguayan Football 
Association, which were 
eliminated in the prelimi 
nary and semi-final rounds 
of the ‘‘Copa Liber- 
tadores.” 

Nacional’s triumph is of 
immense value to the or- 
ganisation, because 
various problems arose in 
the previous year. They 
ended in a court proceed- 
ing when it was decided to 
arrest the club’s man- 
agers, including its presi- 
dent. 

They were accused of il- 
legally transferring the 
player Alfredo de los 
Santos to River Plate (Ar- 
gentina). 

In accordance with the 
Statutes of the institution, 
it was deemed appropriate 
to elect the club’s author- 
ities on 26 January last. 
This was carried out per- 
fectly normally and the 
club members chose from 
among 3 options Mr 
Dante Iocco as new presi- 
dent. 

He is a prominent figure 
in real estate ¢ of 
Uruguay and ex-official of 
the Uruguayan Football 
Association and the 
“Nacional” club. 

Together with Mr Iocco, 
a group of new officials 
will be in charge of run- 
ning the club; they are 
young for the most part 
and have put into action an 
ambitious project for an 
institutional recovery in 
all sectors. 


They engaged Professor 
Esteban Gesto as coach of 
the main training centre 
and appointed Juan Martin 
Mujica, one of the club’s 
ex-players, as director of 
tactics. 

The latter, having con- 
cluded his sporting career 
in France and completed a 
course, returned to his 
country with the idea of 
applying a tactical system 
in Uruguayan football, 
which is similar to that 
used in Europe, i.e. play- 
ing with a libero, centre- 
back and man-to-man cov- 
ering on the entire field.

Mujica’s way of thinking 
found an excellent ally in 
Professor Gesto, a profes- 
sional of renowned capac- 
ities, who on various occa- 
sions had demonstrated 
the excellence of his work 
at a physical level. 

It should also be men- 
tioned that Professor 
Gesto was responsible for 
the preparation of the Uru- 
guayan youth teams that 
won the title of South 
American champions in 
1977 (Venezuela), first 
place in the ‘‘Espoi 
championship in nes 
(1979) and were placed 
third in the 2nd FIFA 
World Youth tournament 
which took place in Japan 
in 1979. 

Mujica’s tactical idea 
and Professor Gesto’s ex- 
cellent physical work not 
only enabled ‘‘Nacional’’ 
to reach the highest levels 
of efficiency but also 
created a great tactical 
change within Uruguayan 
football.

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The ASF executive dis- 
cussed Tombidis’s action and 
advised the Western Austral- 
ian Soccer Federation that one 
of their players had flown out 
of the youth camp without per- 
mission. 


The WASF ruled that Tom- 
bidis was ineligible to play for 
Olympic because officially he 
was on duty with the national 
team. 

““We’ve had continual prob- 
lems with Tombidis over the 
past two years,”’ said Emery. 

“Other players in the squad 
told us that Tombidis had said 
that he was going back home 
to pick up his wages and pos- 
sible bonuses with Olympic. 

The ASF has invested a 
healthy sum of money in Tom- 
bidis. 

"We flew him back and for- 
ward, spent time and effort 


* and coaching expertise on him- 


while he kept a more dedi- 
cated boy out of the squad,” 
said Emery. 

“Until he matures a lot he’ll 
never be picked in a national 
squad. 

“We were going to take fur- 
ther action against him but we 
didn’t want to interfere with 
his club career. 

‘Whatever club signs him is 
in for a bloody big headache.”’ 

Emery was disappointed 
with the youth team’s withdra- 
wal from the Victoria Cup.

A sensible and commonsense approach 
should be exercised when looking for a club 
where your lad can play when he turns 10, 
and by far the most important thing to make 
sure of is that your son's coach is a qualified 


man. 


He must be able to teach 
him all the correct skills 
and accomplishments of 
soccer, not forgetting the 
mental and morel attribut- 
es needed to become a first 
class soccer player and if 
you make sure his coach 
has passed a coaching 
course at least you can be 
sure the lad will be taught 
correctly. 


I am sure you would not 
send your boy to a school 
where the teachers were 
not qualified! 


Next thing to look for 
should be a club as close as 
possible to where you live. 
I feel sure that one of the 
clubs in your area will 
have a first class coach to 
teach its young boys and 
by selecting a club nearby 
you will certainly save a 
tremendous amount of 
travelling to and from 
training. 

A lot of people are only 
concerned about getting 
their son into a winning 
team no matter how far 
they have to travel but 
your worry should not be 
that your son’s team is 
winning but that the lad is 
learning and only good 
coaching can help him 


be needed later in his 
soccer life. 

You will find a good 
coach will, at the age 
group we are talking 
about, worry more about 
coaching individuals 
rather than producing a 
winning team, which in my 
opinion is not very hard to 
achieve if one has a couple 
of very good boys in a 
team. f 

The win-at-all costs kind 
of coaching in the young 
age groups will achieve 
nothing except the crea- 
tion of a couple of so-called 
stars who, when they get 
to play senior soccer, will 
find they are not as good as 
they thought they were. 

In many cases they will 
give the game away within 
a few years so for our son’s 
sake make sure that he 
learns all his basic skills 
thoroughly and correctly 
while he is young because 
these are the things which 
will make or break him as 
a senior player.

Names of clubs have to change. The tradi- 
tional names linking clubs with the home coun- 
tries of their founders are appropriate no long- 
er, no matter what arguments are used to 
defend those names. 

St George should not have been put out of the 
Philips League. We should all be interested 
more in consolidation at district level than in 
places on the competition ladder. That's ex- 
actly what St George did, but it had the mis- 
fortune of getting bad on-field results and so it 
was kicked out. That was a disaster. 

I agree that at least one club should be pro- 
moted to the Philips League every year but it 
should replace not necessarily the last club, but 

the club that is found to be weakest in an annual 
evaluation of ground facilities, finances, and 
links with the local community. 

Only after we have a league in which every 
club meets all these criteria, should we start 
relegating according to positions on the league 
ladder. 
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I don’t agree with the concept of summer 
soccer. To me you play that card when it is the 
last one left in the pack, not when other suits 
have not yet been fully exploited. 

I see no reason why we could not have taken 
on Rugby League in earnest in the winter in 
Sydney and Queensland and won. 

Rugby League is a faltering sport. It never 
has measured up as a major code. It has noth- 
ing to offer to kids and soccer could beat it 
easily on merit if we were to carry out the right 
strategy. 


SeleleTelererererereteres 
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Next year is the most critical. The World 
€up elimination games and the Coca-Cola 
world youth finals will spark the public interest 
that should enable us to overtake Rugby Lea- 
gue. If we don’t, we'll come back with some 
new airy-fairy brainwave every few years. 

We owe it to the 600,000 junior players in this 
country to provide their sport with a sound 
future. 

They must be able to go to strong clubs with 
realistic expenditure and income policies. They 
are entitled to expect the sport to be following 
firm, progressive policies laid down by the 
national federation. 

And if they emerge among the best in the 
land, they are entitled to expect a place in the 
national team. As things stand now, it is pos- 
sible for fellows like Jim Muir to sit on the club 
bench one week and be in the national team the 
next, ahead of scores of younger local players. 

At the moment, there is nothing to stop 
players being put into the national team only a 
couple of months after coming to Australia 
from overseas. 


And what about tours? 
The visit by Mexico’s national team was a 
debacle. 
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—but soccer 


still can be 
No. 1 with 
the right 

approach... 


Visits from overseas, and tours by the Soc- 
ceroos are arranged in an amateurish, even in- 
competent manner. Anyone can turn up at any 
time from any place to make a bit of money for 
one promoter or another. 

And when it comes to the Socceroos going 
overseas, their tours often are not finalised 
even when they board the plane. 

Clearly there should be long-term planning in 
this area. We must know at least a year in ad- 
yance which teams are coming here and when, 
and also the itinerary of any proposed tour by 
our national team.

The shortcomings of our leading clubs, as I 
stated earlier, are illustrated starkly by the 
example of Canberra City, of which I was pres- 
ident from 1978 to 1980- 

Canberra has the potential to be the top club 
in Australia, capable of drawing crowds of 8000 
with a winning team, but unfortunately it 
cannot live up to that potential due to poor ad- 
ministration. 
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anberra 
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The club is about $260,000 in debt, not coun- 
ting about $19,000 it owes its players in signing- 
on fees and match fees. 

Yet Canberra has elected a board that looks 
incapable of directing the club’s activities 
towards removing that debt. 

I presume that the board wants to cover the 
total debt by making a loan from a finance 
company, bank or credit union in order to 
break down its repayments. It remains to be 
seen whether the club has the necessary credit 
rating to get such a loan. 

There was a meeting with players last week 
at which they were told that the club could not 
meet their payments by 1 December. In many 
cases money has been owed for several 
months. 

What’s more, board members have been 
saying that they'll cut signing-on fees in half 
next season. 

I’ve spoken to some of the players and 
they’re far from happy. Some are threatening 
to quit the club, others already have started ne- 
gotiations with other clubs. 

The greatest scandal is that despite the $260, - 
000 debt, the club appointed a Scottish coach 
three days before the annual elections, in vir- 
tual secrecy. 

These people think they’re playing Monopoly 
— money is of no object, even when they 
haven’t got any. 

This new coach must be costing at least $20, 
000 a year, yet Frank Macaroni, the coach who 
took Inter Monaro to near the top of the State 
League in 1979 and to the verge of the top four 
this year, actually offered to coach Canberra 
City for nothing! 

Surely, when you have no money, you jump 
at an offer like that. 

Not so with the Canberra board! 


After an absence from the club’s adminis- 
tration, I was going to stand for the board elec- 


. tions but I withdrew when it turned into a Mad 


Hatter’s tea party.

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Everyone was politicking before the elec- 
tions, a lot of incompetents were among the 
candidates, backs-stabbing was rife, and one 
fellow, Jack Evans, in announcing that he had a 
prospective club sponsor who would pour $30,- 
000 into Canberra City, made the point that the 
company concerned would negotiate with no- 
one but Evans himself. 


And then there was the $9000 which no-one 
could account for... . 


The social club made a profit of about $80,000 
over the year, which goes towards the soccer 
team and to help pay off the debt. 


But gate income dropped dramatically to 
about $110,000 for the year. 


Net loss for the year was about $46,000 which 
must be added to previous debts. Total spent on 
soccer during the year was $325,000 including 
transfer fees. 


The $30,000 promoted by Jack Evans will 
help if it does materialise but it will not be 
enough. 


Unless the club cuts back drastically and 
devises new ways of raising additional money, 
it will make little impression on the debt. 


And other clubs are in the same boat. I don’t 
have any specific figures but I’ve been told 
enought to suggest that financial gloom per- 
vades the Philips League.

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In summary, there needs to be a drastic 
reorganisation of soccer throughout Australia 
on a realistic basis, and in doing that, some 
heads will have to roll, otherwise our soccer 
has no future. 


Soccer is an Australian sport and we must 
realise that it belongs to the people who live in 
this coutry. It can be the No. 1 sport in Aust- 
ralia if the proper planning is proceeded with.

WRONG, DOCTOR 

STR — After reading Dr 
Becker's article on comparing 
carremt football with the game 
of yesteryear. one can only 
assume he was talking with 

in cheek 

I'd like tw be rude to Dr 
Becker, but my upbringing 
would allow me to say only 
that he was talking a load of 
unadulterated excrement. If 
any reader has suddenly lost 
me, I'll hastily add that what I 
mean is: Dr Friedbert Becker 
was uttering garbage. 

Anyone can become over- 
sentimental and get carried 
away down memory lane, (€s- 
pecially after a few beers) but 
whether we are drunk or 
sober, the facts remain the 
same, and I refer particularly 
to the English football scene 
during the thirties, forties and 
fifties. 

Paradoxically, the first 
world Cup competition was 
held in 1930, and just to refresh 
your memories, Uruguay 
became the first holders by 
beating Argentina 4-2 in the 
final. | say paradocially be- 
cause while I want to concen- 
trate on the English football of 
that era, as an Englishman, I'd 
be one of the first to admit that 
when it comes to soccer, Eng- 
land hasn't always had it its 
own way. 

Dr Becker says it’s incred- 
ibly easy to find proof that 
football played now is better 
than it was decades ago. He 
then goes on to give a string of 
examples comparing football 
with runners, swimmers and 
so on. Are these fair or prac- 
tical comparisons? I doubt it. 
Johan Sebastian Bach has been 
described as a composer 
whose contrapuntal genius is 
second to none. Mr Bach was 
turning out his music between 
1685-1750. Has anyone bettered 
him yet? Has anyone im- 


proved on the football feat of 
Sir Stanley Matthews who was 
voted footballer of the year in 
1947-48 and again in 1962-63 and 
in 1965 became the first profes- 
Sional footballer to be knigh- 
ted? 

When Billy Wright retired in 
1959 he held a record number 
of 105 International caps, has 
anyone beaten that? 


So much for a couple of 
records but what of the game 
itself? 1 believe it was more 
exciting, robust and honest, 
particularly in the forties and 
fifties, than compared with the 
present day. When Dr Becker 
Starts comparing speed, I'd 
like to remind him of two Ar- 
senal players from the late 
forties, Laurie Scott and Ian 
Macpherson. Laurie scott was 
an International full back 
whose tremendous speed could 
dramatically change the 
course of a game. His turn of 
foot, particularly in 20 and 30 
metre burst was often likened 
to Olympic sprinters and I'd 
like to remind Dr Becker that 
Scott was controlling a ball at 
the same time. There was 
nothing rigid in his play, and if 
anyone wanted living proof 
that the best plan for defence 
is attack, all they had to do 
was to go and see Scott in ac- 
tion. Macpherson was a totally 
different personality. He prob- 
ably was one of the fastest 
footballers of alltime. Unfor- 
tunately for Macpherson he 
had absolutely no idea of ball 
contro]. He could travel from 
the half-way line to the corner 
flag quicker than you could say 
Dr Friedebert Becker, but 
more often than not he 
wouldn't have the ball with 
him. One moment the suppor- 
ters would be cheering wildly 
as they watched him go, and 
the next moment it was usual- 
ly groans of despair. 

It's always been a debatable 
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But now the relegation smog 
has lifted; it is clear that this 
likeable forward was indeed 
one of the successes of 1980. 


He certainly didn’t repay his 
full fee, but he did indeed 
repay part. 


The most striking aspect of 
his 1980 performance was that 
he completely dominated the 
scoring in the second half of 
the season. 


In the last 14 games, he 
netted five goals while in that 
same period five other players 
scored a goal each. In other 
words, he alone scored fifty 
per cent of the team’s goals in 
that period.

point in football that you can 
do without speed if you have 
skill. There were other fast 
players about in the forties and 
fifties and those decades 
certainly didn’t lack players 
with skill. I could go on forever 
but to name a few, what about: 
Johnny Carey, Joe Mercer, 
Harry Johnston, Nat Lofthou- 
se, tom Finney, Don Revie, 
Wilf Mannion, Jimmy Hagan, 
Danny Blanchflower? These 
are but some of the great and 
skilful players of that time. 
Are we to seriously believe 
that today these players 
wouldn’t get a look in on some 
unknown reserve? 

Not only did the period from 
1930 to 1950 produce some of 
the greatest players the game 
ever has known, it also reared 
the real opportunists that the 
game so sadly lacks today. 
What about Cliff Bastin.of the 
Arsenal? In the thirties he 
burst the goal net on no less 
than 27 occasions, were they 27 
flukes? Was Dixie Dean's 
record number of goals a flash 
in the pan? Was Freddie Cox's 
ability to score direct goals 
from corner Kicks luck or 
skill? Don’t forget Dr Becker, 
he didn't do it once or twice, he 
did it on quite a number of oc- 
casions. Then there was Fred 
Steele who played centre for- 
ward for Stoke City in the fort- 
ies. Although only five foot and 
a bit, Fred Steele was almost 
unbeatable in the air as he had 
the uncanny knack of being 
able to stay levitated. Who re- 
members Dr Kevin 0’ Flanna- 
gan who played for the Arse- 
nal? He possessed the amazing 
ability of being able to keep 
the ball between his feet and 
leap over the oncoming oppo- 
‘nent’s head. This was sheer 
agility atits very best. The list 
could go on and on. There is no 
doubt in my mind that English 
football of the thirties, forties 
and fifties was staged by 
players of a calibre that we 
are not likely to see again. Not 
only were the players fast and 
skilful, it was an era where 
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‘Lads’ have a run

quicker pace? Surely it’s 
what one does with the ball 
that counts, and not so mach 
the Speed at which the player 
arrives at it. Speed and pace 
are no real substitutes for art- 
istry and skill. Possibly Dr 
Becker never experienced the 
like of Hagan, Lawton and 
Matthews in action.
